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Tla   sole  object   of  the   Brotherliood    of  St.    An- 
drew  ia    the    spnui    of   Chrirt'i    Kingdom    among 
men,    espeeiallj    young    men.      It    wae    formed    in 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  every  C!hriitian  man  it 
rledged  to  devote  his  life  to  the  extension  of  Christ's 
Kingdom, on  earth.    It  is  composed  of  men  of  every 
rt^ljion  of  life,  the  majority  of  whom  are  active  in 
the  affairs  of  the  world,  who  are  understood  to  have 
admowledged    this    responsibiUty    as    resting    upon 
themselves,    and    who    are   ready   to  strive    like  St. 
Andrew  to  lead  men  nearer  to  Christ.    Personal  aUeff- 
lance  to  Him,  loyalty  to  His  Kingdom,  beliaf  that 
ttere  is    work  to    be  done    for  the    spread  of    the 
Kingdom  among  men,  especially  young  men,  a  con- 
viction of   individual   responsibility  for  entire   con-

Whilst  the  direct  scope  of  its  object  is  limited,  the 
pergwnel  of  the  workers  is  all-embracing  as  the 
Church  itself.  Men  of  every  rank,  profession,  trade 
and  calling  in  Ufe,  of  every  color  and  of  every  age 
are  united,  and  are  welcomed  on  the  broad  plauorm 
of  the  common  Fatherhood  of  God,  and  of  the  com- 
mon  brotherhood    of   man    for    the    good   of    their 

f ellowmen.  .        .«_  j  a 

There  are  two  rules  only,  viz.:  Prayer  and  ser- 
vice, which  have  throughout  its  history  character- 
ised the  Brotherhood.  In  fulfilment  of  the  object 
for  wMch  the  members  are  banded  together  they 
have  undertaken  to  obey  the  two  rules  named 
above  so  long  as  they  shall  retain  their  member- 
ship. These  rules  simply  define  the  least  amount 
of  service  which  a  loyal  member  of  the  Brother- 
hood, or,  indeed,  any  Christian  man,  should  render. 
Xnd  the  sams  report  comes  from  all  parts  that 
where  they  are  obeyed  rimply  and  honestly,  many 
are  brought  in.  "  Wherever  *Hhe  effectual  fervent 
prayer  of  a  righteous  nian'*  goeth  up,  it,  indeed, 
"availeth  muchj"  wherever  the  King's  servants 
go  into  the  byways  and  hedges,  and  compel  men  to 
come    in,   the    supper  is,    indeed,     furnished    with 

guests.  . .      i_     a 

Every  faithful  member  stretches  out  his  hand 
each  day,  and  by  prayer  takes  hold  on  the  power 
of  God  to  wield  it  in  the  fight  against  the  enemy, 
to  win  over  his  dupds,  to  free  his  slaves,  to  rescue 
the  wounded  and  cheer  up  the  disheartened. 
Every  faltering,  groping  member  is  sustained  and 
kept  in  line  by  the  obligation  to  perfonn  regularly 
»  definite  minimum  service,  a  tWng  he  can  do,  and 
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a  -thing  thiA  brix^  a  blessing  to  the  doer.  The 
rale  jets  apart  a  small  portion  of  ground  that  mnst 
be  covered  by  every  member ;  the  object  of  the 
Brotherhood  opens  up  and  spurs  on  to  ai  Itold  world 
wide.  So  the  given  method  of  service  is  simple  and 
single,  but  the  spirit  of  the  Brotherhood  consecrates 
to  the  work  all  the  «eal,  tact,  common  sense  and 
experience  of  its  members.  The  grandeur  of  the 
object,  and  the  vital  nature  of  the  issue,  call  for 
every  talent  and-  every  sacrifice,  that  the  Kingdom 
may  indeed  come. 

V'Irhe   Brotherhood   works   in   and   for  that   branch 
of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  known  as  the  Church 
of  England  in  Canada,  and  only  by  the  approval  and 
under  the  leadership  of  the  clergy.      Any  baptized 
man  is  eligible  for  membership.  But  membership  can 
only  be  had  through  a  local  chapter.     There  is  no 
membership  at  large.    It  consists  of  parochial  Chap- 
ters independent  in  all  particular  and  local  affairs 
but  dependent  upon  one  another,  and  responsible  to' 
one  another,  as  regards  the  interests  and  obligations 
made  common  to  all.    In  the  formation  of  Chapters 
the  only  general  requirements  are  these:  1.  That  the 
sole  object  of  the  Chapter  shaU  be  the  extension  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God   among    men.      2.  That    each 
member   shall  pray  daily  for  this  object.     3,  That 
each  member  shaU  work  steadily  and  systematically 
for  this  object.    4.  That  all  shall  be  done  with  the 
approval  of  the  clergy. 

Conventions  are  held  periodically,  at  which  everv 
Chapter  m  good  standing    is    entitled  to  be  repre-

The  organization  of  the  Brotherhood  is  thus 
marked  by  extreme  simplicity.  Complicated  machin- 
ery has  been  avoided  throughout.  Everywhere 
emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  individual  responsibility 
for  'individual  character,  work,  and  influence.  The 
principle  has  been  fixed  in  naming  the  Brotherhood 
after  the  saint  who,  when  he  had  found  the  Messiah, 
first  sought  his  own  brother  and  brought  him  to 
Jesus.  All  questions  as  to  the  methods  of  work  are 
solved  by  following  this  apostolic  example,  which  so

members  by  the  two  simple  rales  of  daily  prayer  in  that  behalf, 
and  at  least  weekly  indiVlduat  effort  therefor.  ~ 

"That  this  Synod  therefore  heartily  endorses  the  said  Brother- 
hood and  commends  it  in  the  hope  that  clergy  and  laity  will  do 
what  in  their  power  lies  to  extend  its  sphere  of  osefulness  and 
work." 

There  is  little  doubt  now  in  any  thinking  person '0 
mind  of  the  necessity  in  these  rushing  days  of 
endeavoring  to  introduce  a  little  more  practical 
religion  into  the  affairs  of  every-day  life;  and  lay- 
n^-^n  of  the  Church  can,  on  Brotherhood  lines,  do  a 
work  which  the  clergy,  unassisted,  can  hardly  hope 
to  accomplish.  Although  in  the  past  the  Church  has 
not  been  without  her  devoted  and  active  laymen 
enlisted  in  this  same  work  amongst  young  men,  still 
their  efforts  have  lost  much  through  being  individual, 
and  the  discouragements  of  unassisted  work  have  too 
often  forced  them  entirely  to  derist. 

In  the  Brotherhood  these  same  men  find  all  the 
helpfulness  and  encouragement  of  a  mutual  co-opera- 
tive society,  with  the  added  stimulns  of  the  know- 
ledge of  large  numbers  of  men  working  on  the  '^»me 
lines  and  in  the  same  Order  throughout  the  ?  th 
and  breadth  of  the  land. 

It  is  a  great  cause  for  devout  thankfulness  that, 
owing  to  the  singleness  of  aim  and  simplicity  of 
methods  of  the  Brotherhood,  there  has  been  an  entire 
absence  of  anything  like  partyism  within  its  ranks. 
The  members  individually  and  collectively  are  too 
much  animated  by  the. single  object  of  the  Brother- 
hood, namely,  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among

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Objict.^ — ^The  lole  objeet  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
St.  Andrew  in  Canada  ia  the  apread  of  Ohriat'i  King- 
dom among  men,  eapeeiaUj  yoong  m«n,  and  to  tma 
Ciid  evwy  man  deaixing  to  beeome  a  member  thereof 
mnrt  'pledge  himadf  to  obey  the  Bolea  of  the 
Brotherhood  ao  long  aa  he  ehall  be  a  member.

That  there  be  added  to  Section  2,  Article  I.  the  foUowinfi^t 
"SasUlatag  McQltri*"  Any  mal-  member  of  the 
Church  of  England  in  Canada  may  be  a  luttaininff  member 
of  the  Brotheraood  by  making  an  annual  contribution  of 
$5.00  or  upwards  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Council. 
Such  contributicm  may  be  paid  either  through  a  chapter  or 
direct  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  upon  receipt  of 
the  contribution  the  Treasurer  s.iall  cause  to  be  issued  to 
the  contributor,  a  certificate  of  Sustaining  Membership,  in 
form  approved  by  the  Council.  A  roll  of  Sustaining 
Members  shall  be  kept  at  Head  Office.  A  sustaining 
member  who  is  not  also  an  active  member  shall  not  be 
required  to  observe  thA  Rules  of  Prayer  and  Service,  nor 
to  attend  Chapter  meetings,  nor  shJl  he  be  entitled  to  wear 
any  official  bodge  of  the  Brotherhood,  to  vote  at  Chapter 
meetings,  nor  to  be  elected  a  Delegate  to  any  Convention. 

That  Article  S  ctf  the  Constitution  be  amended  to  read: 
' '  The  Convention  shall  appoint  each  year  a  Council  of  40 
members,**  etc. 

That  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  struck  out  and  the 
f ollovring  be  substituted  for  it :  **FlBaBCial  Support."  Each 
Chapter  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council 
withm  ten  days  of  St.  Andrews  Day  (November  30th),  as 
its  quota  to  cover  thr  annusd  membership  fees  for  its  mem- 
bers, a  sum  equivalent  to  fifty  cents  for  each  active  mem- 
ber. In  order  to  provide  for  the  administration  and  exten- 
sion expenses  of  the  Brotherhood,  each  chapter  shall  also 
forward  with  such  quota  (or,  if  preferred,  by  quarterly  re- 
mittances) a  further  amount  equivalent  to  at  least  $3. 00  for 
each  active  member,  collected  either  from  r  sustaining 
membership  fund  or  otherwise  as  each  chapter  shall  deter- 
mine. The  feilure  on  the  port  of  a  chapter  f:o  forward  such 
extra  contribution  shall  not  deprive  its  active  menibers  of 
membership  in  the  Brotherhood.  Upon  organization  each 
Chapter  shall  forward  to  the  Council  with  its  ratificHtloc  of 
the  Constitution  and  its  report  of  organization,  its  quota 
based  upon  the  number  of  its  charter  members  at  fifty  cents 
per  member. 
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B«xt  MMioii.  Thii  Ckmnell  ihall  hvre  power  to  ext- 
euto  ad  interim  the  provirione  of  thii  Conititutlon 
and  the  roles  and  ordere  of  the  Convention.  It  i>aU 
eleet  iti  own  ofleera,  and  ihall  have  power  to  enaet 
l^-Iftwa  for  the  transaction  of  iti  busineat,  and  to 
flu  vaeaneiei  oceurring  in  iti  number  hj  death,  reaig- 
nation,  or  otlietwiae.

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Sometimes  Brotherhood  men,  in  so  many  words, 
ask  friends,  acquaintances,  or  strangers  to  come  to 
church.  At  times  they  fulfil  the  Rule  best  by  saying 
nothing.  They  are  endeavoring  by  some  quiet  word, 
some  unobtrusive  act,  to  arouse  from  his  indifference 
to  higher  things  some  man  whom  they  may  meet,  in 
the  course  of  business,  or  "n  the  discharge  of  sociffl 
duties.  They  are  welcoming  men  to  the  service  of  the 
Church  and  "thus  trying  to  induce  in  them  the  habit 
of  regular  attendance.  They  are  taking  their  part 
heartily  in  the  services  with  the  distinct  purpose  of 
making  the  worship  more  attractive.  They  are  visit- 
ing in  their  homes  or*  lodgings  men  who  need  the 
companionship  or  sympathy  of  other  men.  They  are 
bringing  men  within  the  hearing  of  the  Gospel  by 
leading  Bible  Classes,  or  by  trying  to  bring  others  to 
them,  and,  as  members  of  the  classes,  endeavoring  to 
make  them  as  attractive  as  possible  for  those  who 
come. 

Rarely  do  Brotherhood  men  do  better  work  than 
when  in  a  Sunday  school  they  are  teaching  the  boys 
verging  on  young  manhood,  trying  to  attach  them  to 
the  Church,  to  mould  their  lives  and  to  place  high 
ideals  before  them.  They  are  carrying  the  Prayer 
Book  service,  through  missions,  to  men  who  cannot  or 
will  not  attend  a  parish  church.  They  are  calling 
upon  sick  men  who  need  sympathy  and  cheer.  They 
are  on  the  lookout  for  newcomers  to  their  towns  or 
neighborhoods,  in  order  that  they  may  inform  them 
of  the  location  of  the  church,  the  time  of  its  ser- 
vices, and  the  fact  of  its  welcome.  They  are  talking 
frankly  and  manfully  with  some  friends  about  the 
sins  that  so  easily  beset  them,  or  without  ♦^-•Tking  are 
trying  to  stand  between  others  and  their  temptations. 
They  are  pressing  upon  sonic  the  duty  of  enlistment 
in  the  Kingdom  of  God  by  baptism,  urging  others  to

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individual  Brotherhood  man,  exerted  personally  on 
some  other  man,  is  the  kind  of  work  on  which  the 
Brotherhood  insists.  It  relies  but  little  on  machin- 
ery. It  has .  learned  the  futility  of  institutional 
methods  or  corporate  efforts,  unless  behind  them  lies 
the  pOTSonal  influence  of  a  consecrated  man.  The 
methods  in  which  the  Rule  of  Service  can  be  ful- 
filled are  as  numerous  as  the  men  who  need  to  be 
brought  nearer  to  Christ  through  His  Church,  but 
unless  the  golden  thread  of 'personal  influence  be 
woven  up  and  down,  in  and  out,  through  and  through, 
it  is  not  real  Brotherhood  work.

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deiaire  to  work  for  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdcmi 
among  men,  especiallj  joung  men,  and  who  purpose 
to  do  it  faithfully  and  systematically  and  on  the 
lines  laid  down  by  the  Brotherhood,  form  themselves 
into  a  Chapter.  The  clergyman  should  then  admit 
them  to  membership.  (See  form,  page  41.) 

Organization  may  then  ue  effected  by  the  election 
of  the  following  usual  officers,  viz.:  Director,  Vice- 
Director,  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  the  adoption 
of  such  by-laws  as  may  seem  necessary  (see  sample 
form  of  by-laws,  page  32).  Three  or  four  men  are 
sufficient  to  effect  such  organization.  Quality  rather 
than  quantity  should  be  the  dettderatum  of  the 
Chapter  as  regards  membership. 

The  Chapter  thus  formed  should  then  ratify  the 
Constitution  and  cause  a  report  of  the  proceedings 
(on  a  form  furnished  for  the  purpose)  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  (General  Secretary,  duly  signed  by  the 
officers  elected,  approved  by  the  Clergyman,  and 
accompanied  by  the  Chapter  quota,  as  provided  in 
Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution,  50c,  per  member.  But 
9  Chapter  organized  in  the  last  half  of  a  calendar  year 
shall  have  one-half  of  its  quota  rebated.  A  Charter 
will  then  be  issued  by  the  Council.  3efore  adjourn- 
ing, let  the  Director  assign  each  member  some  definite 
work. 

If  it  should  be  thought  advisable  to  give  the  men 
an  opportunity  to  test  themselves  and  the  Brother- 
hood, a  Probationary  Chapter  may  be  formed,  which 
should  hold  regular  meetings,  and  they  can  begin 
work  at  once  in  fulfilment  of  the  Rule  of  Prayer  and 
the  Rule  of  Service,  without  formally  pledging  them- 
selye«  Work  on  this  basis  may  be  carried  on  for  a 
per        if  from     ae  to  three  months,  at  the  end  of 
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which  time  they  may  proceed  to  organise  m  before 
outlined. 

At  the  flmt  meetinj^  after  orgaoization  look  care- 
fully over  the  field  fot  work— that  is,  the  parish  and 
neighborhood— for  whit  needs  to  be  done,  and  then 
proceed  to  do  it,  carefully,  systonatically,  and 
methodically,  keepinf  a  proper  record  of  work 
assigned  to,  and  repotted  by,  each  member. 

lU^ti  to  tilt  Parorirtai  Qtbrjiir. 

The  relation  existing  between  the  Parochial  Clergy 
and  the  Brotherhood  may  be  defined  as  follows: 
Under  the  Constitution  no  Chapter  can  be  formed  in 
any  Parish  or  Aiission  without  the  written  approval 
of  he  Rector  or  the  Minister  in  charge.  No  Ch^tpter 
can  continue  to  exist  without  that  continuing  ap- 
proval. If  it  be  withdrawn  the  Council  will  with- 
draw the  Charter  of  the  Chapter. 

MftfyihB  at  Watk. 

The  nature  of  Brotherhood  work  is  determined  by 
Its  single  object,  by  the  example  of  its  patron  Saint, 
and  by  its  rule  of  service.  These  are  the  same  for 
every  member  and  every  Chapter,  but  they  are  vari- 
ously applied  to  meet  particular  circumstances.  Many 
different  methods  of  work  have  thus  been  developed 
and  employed.  A  Bible  class  for  men  has  always 
been  a  distinctive  feature  of  Chapter  work.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  welcoming  strangers  to  church 
services,  and  visiting  young  men  at  their  homes  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  into  personal  touch  with  tEem 
and  mvitmg  their  attendance.  Special  services  for 
men,  open  Chapter  meetings,  distribution  of  church 
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notieee  and  invitation  ^airda,  ' -«ding-roomi,  hotel 
woric,  servfees,  and  vititing  jn  hotpitals,  prisons,  and 
other  public  institutions,  daijy  prayer,  endeavoring  to 
bring  men  to  Baptittn  and  CJonfirmation,  winning 
back  to  the  Holy  Comnmnion  those  who  have 
become  indifferent,  and  trying  in  all  relations  of  life, 
business,  social,  or  religion!,  to  exert  a  wholesome, 
manly  influence  on  those  with  whom  they  come  in 
contact — ^these  are  some  of  the  methods  of  Brother- 
hood work.  A  persistent  eljfort  to  influence  the  men, 
especially  the  newly  confirmed  of  your  parish,  to  be 
regular  communicants,  will  prove  the  highest  sort  of 
Brotherhood  work.  This  may  be  accomplished  by 
personal  endeavor  to  make  your  Chapter  monthly 
corporate  communion  more  and  more  a  men's  com- 
munion service. 

Secretaries  ghould  advise  the  General  Secretary,  at 
93  Scott  Street,  Toronto,  of  the  removal  of  any  man 
from  your  Parish,  giving  fuU  particulars  and  new 
address.  He  will  forward  his  name  to  the  proper 
Chapter  or  Clergyman  to  looTe  him  up  in  his  new 
home.  An  unending  and  unfaUing  method  is  to  fol- 
low up  your  man. 

Purther  information  on  this  subject  is  given  in  the 
pamphlet  "Points  on  brotherhood  Work,"  which 
contains  brief  and  pointed  hints  regarding  the 
practical  application  of  the  Brotherhood  idea. 

It  is  understpod  that  Chapters  of  the  Brotherhood, 
"las  such,  shall  conduct  their  work  on  truly  spiritual 
lines  only.  Socials,  concerts,  bazaars,  etc.,  do  not 
properly  come  within  the  scope  of  Chapter  work, 
although  the  individual  Brotherhood  man  may  make 
use  of  such  meetings  in  his  efforts  tn  win  a  man  for 
Christ. 


To  enrore  a  mieeessful  Chapt«r  70a  must  have  live, 
bright,  eanieft  meeting!.  If  po«ibIe,  meet  onee  a 
week,  and  in  any  case  not  lew  than  twice  a  month. 
Never  loea  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  great  object  of 
the  Chapcer  Meeting  is  to  instruct  and  energise  mem- 
bers of  a  Chapter  in  their  two-fold  duties  of 
prayer  and  service.  Commence  on  time,  Malee  your, 
devoUona  a  very  real  part  of  the  meetit^f.  Conduct 
yow  husineaa  in  a  bueineaalike  way^  but  have  a$  few 
retolutiona  and  argumente  as  pouihU. 

The  most  important  part  of  your  meeting  after  the 
devotional  exercises  will  naturally  be  the  reports  of 
persona]  iibtk,  the  reports  of  organized  work,  such  as 
reception,  distribution,  visiting,  Bible  class,  etc.,  and 
the  assignment  of  new  work.  The  Director  should 
come  to  the  meeting  with  assignments  of  work,  etc., 
prepared,  and  see  to  it  that  no  member  leaves  a 
meeting  without  having  definite  personal  work  to  do, 
and  the  Director  and  whole  Chapter  should  expect 
reports  on  that  definite  work  at  the  next  meeting. 

If  you  have  time  for  discussion  you  cannot  do 
better  than  take  up  this  Hand-Book  and  read  it  and 
discuss  it  page  by  page.  Then  treut  "Points  on 
Brotherhood  Work"  in  the  same  way.  Then  take  up 
some  bright  article  from  St.  Andrew's  Cboss,  or 
some  inspiring  address  from  the  convention  number 
of  the  same  paper. 

Try  and  keep  in  touch  with  those  who  have  been 
members  of  your  Chapter  but  have  moved  away  or 
dropped  ^t.  It  is  well  to  go  over  the  whole  roll  of 
the  Chapter,  at  least  at  the  Annual  Meetini?  \t 
your  Annual  Meeting  see  that  your  officers  bring  x.  .. 
fuU  written  Beport,  summarfzing  the  whole  work  of 
ttie  year, 
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To  thon  who  have  watched  the  Brotherhood  in  the 
United  Statea  and  Canada,  from  its  commencement, 
its  historj  and  progress  exhibit  in  the  most  striking 
way  the  guiding  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The 
Ordw  was  n  new  thing,  without  precedent,  and  in 
the  hands  of  comparatively  young  men.  It  was,  from 
its  start,  aggresstve.  It  had  from  its  commencement 
to  set  itself  against  many  prevalent  habits  of  life  and 
thought.  And  yet,  by  the  guidance  of  that  Spirit,  no 
grievous  mistakes  have  been  made,  and  the  movement 
has  gone  steadily  on,  growing  in  size  and  influence, 
and  gaining  in  wisdom  day  by  day. 

IN  THS  UNITBD  SlATEb. 

The  Brotherhood  in  its  present  form  had  its  origin 
in  the. United  States,  in  a  young  men's  Bible  class 
at  St.  James'  Church,  Chicago, on  St.  Andrew's  Day, 
1883,  when  a  band  of  twelve,  with  the  approval  of 
their  rector,  Bev.  W.  H.  Vibbert,  D.D.,  and  under  the 
leadership  of  the  teacher  of  the  class,  Mr.  James  L. 
Houghteling,  pledged  themselves  to  pray  and  work 
for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom  amongst  young 
men  upon  the  basis  of  the  two  rample  rules  of  daily 
prayer  and  weekly  effort  in  that  behalf,  which  have 
e^r  since  been  the  sole  rules  of  the  Brotherhood.

1890,  when,  the  dozen  Chapters  then  in  ««*J^«* 
united  formally  in  the  "Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew 
in  Canada." 

At  the  First  Annual  Convention  held  in  Toronto  in 

1891.  Mr.  N.  Perrar  Davidson,  Toronto,  became 
President  of  the  Council,  a  position  which  he  con- 
tinued to  hold  untfl  Ocober,  1902. 

At  the  Brantford  Convention,  October,  1902,  Mr. 
Jamea    A.    Catto,  Toronto,  was    elected    President, 
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being  followed  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Alewiider.  HimittoB, 
.elected  at  the  Convention  held  in  Winnipeg  in  May,

In  no  caae  waa  thia  more  marked  than  at  tM 
Twelfth  Annual  Convention,  held  In  Brantford,  1902. 
At  thia  Convention  a  "Forward  Movement"  was 
inaugurated,  which  haa  been  the  means  of  greatly 
strengthening  the  Brotherhood.  The  strength  of  the 
organisation  at  that  date  waa  105  Senior  Chapters, 
with  800  members,  and  8  Junior  Chapters,  with  80 
membera,  a  total  of  113  Chapters,  with  a  member- 
ship of  880  men  and  boys.  At  the  present  writing 
there  arb  320  Senior  Chapters,  with  2,880  members, 
and  112  Junior  Chapters,  with  1,100  members,  a 
total  of  432  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  3,980 
men  and  boys. 

One  marked  feature  of  the  progress  of  the  work 
has  been  the  growth  of  the  memberahlp  In  Western 
Canada.

Earl  Nelson  became  President  of  the  Brotherhood.

JAPAN. 

In  1893  the  Bishop  of  Tokyo  ariced  that  a  Brother- 
hood man  be  sent  to  Japan.  Twenty  men  answered 
the  call  for  volunteers.  Charles  H.  Evans,  of  the 
Brotherhood  in  the  United  States,  was  selected,  and 
upon  Jus  entering  the  ministry  after  two  years'  work, 
the  Brotherhood  sent  out  Prof.  Frank  E.  Wood,  who 
worked  in  Japan  seven  years  and  established  a  Jap- 
anese National  Council.

The  Junior  Department  is  based  upon  the  convic- 
tion that  the  aggressive  work  of  men  in  the  Church 
requires  some  previous  training,  and  that  boys  are 
susceptible  of  such. 

The  need  of  this  training  is  felt  not  only  by  the 
Church,  many  of  whose  members  drift  away  at  a  criti- 
cal period  of  their  young  lives,  but  by  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Andrew,  whose  eflSciency  is  impaired  by 
the  admission  of  young  men,  unfitted  through  the  lack 
of  previous  training  for  its  active  work. 

TLa  Junior  Department,  to  meet  these  needs,  ia 
organized  with  a  two-fold  object:  Firstly,  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  members  of  the  Junior  Depart- 
ment, its  object  is  the  spread  of  Christ's .  Kingdom 
among  the  Ix^^  on  lines  similar  to  those  which,  it  is 
hoped,  they  may  afterwards  follow  as  members  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew.  Secondly,  from  the 
Brotherhood  point  of  view,  it  is  designed  to  serve  at 
a  training-school  from  which  a  supply  of  trained 
workers  may  be  drafted  into  the  Senior  Brotherhood. 

The  following  conditions  are  necessary  for  the 
organization  of  a  Chapter: 

1.  The  Chapter  must  consist  of  three  or  more  boyi 
at  least  14  years  old,  who  have  been  baptized. 

2.  It  must  be  organized  in  a  parish,  mission  or  edu- 
cational institution  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canaaa,  with  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  rector  or  minister  in  charge. 

3 Alts  object  must  be  the  spread  of  Christ's  King- 
dom among  boys. 

4.  Every  boy  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  a 
Chapter  must  pledge  himself  to  obey  the  following 
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Rules  of  Prayer  and  Service  so  long  as  he  shall  be  a 
member.  The  Bui  of  Prayer  is  to  pray  daily  for  the 
spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among  boys.  The  Bule 
of  Service  is  to  take  some  part  in  the  worship  and 
work  of  the  Church,  and  to  try  each  week  to  bring 
other  boys  to  do  the  same.

INTBODUCTORY. 

The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  originated  in  a 
Young  Men's  Bible  Class  at  St.  James'  Church,  Chi- 
cago,- and  was  first  organized  on  St.  Andrew's  Day, 
November  30th,  1883,  with  the  avowed  object  of  its 
members  lo  extend  Christ's  Kingdom  among  young 
men.  Two  rules  were  adopted — daily  prayer  for 
God's  blessing  on  the  woi^,  and  a  weekly  effort  to 
brijig  at  least  one  young  man  within  the  hearing  o^ 
the  Gospel.  These  simple  rules  proved  to  be  of  such 
great  use  and  power  that  the  mov^nent  spread  rapid- 
ly throughout  the  United  States,  later  finding  its  way 
into  Canada.  The  first  Canadian  Convention  was 
held  in  1890,  when  the  Canadian  Council  was  formed. 

It  soon  became  apparent  that  monbers  undertaking 
the  itoi4e  of  the  Brotherhood  were  better  for  having 
some  previous  training,  and  that  the  best  time  for 
such  training  was' during  boyhood.  The  Junior  De- 
partment thus  naturally  arose  from  the  original  move- 
ment. The  first  charter  granted  to  a  junior  Chapter 
on  tlrese  lines  was  issued  December  3rd,  1894.

A  Junior  Chapter  mmj  b«  orgmaistd  in  tbit  way: 
Notiee  maj  be  given  in  Ghnreh,  fihunday  Sehool  and 
ehoir-nxHn  that  at  a  certain  appointed  time  and  "^ue 
the  objeet  and  work  of  the  Jwcam  Departmmt  wul  Jbe 
explained  to  all  boyi  who  deiire  to  attend.    Thb  Bee- 
tor  or  eome  one  appointed  by  him  wiU  natnndly  ?n- 
sore  the  attendance  of  at  leaat  a  few  earnest  b<^ 
At  thia  meeting,  after    a    hymn     «-ad    praymre,  an" 
addreei  or  talk  on  the  Junior  Department,  its  aims, 
rules,  methods,  and  work  may  be  given^  hy  the  Beetor 
or  by  some  layman  of  the  parish,  or  by  some  visitfaig 
membor  of  the  Brotherhood.      The     whole    plan  of 
organisation  sheul^  be  outlinod  as  elearly  as  possible, 
and  an  opportunity  given  to  the  boys  to  sek  ques- 
tions eoneeming  it.     No    attempt     t^   organisati<m 
should  be  made  at  this  time,     l^e  boys  should  be 
asked  to  go  home,  think  and  pray  about  what  they 
have  heard,  uid  meh  deeide  for  himself  whether  he 
wishes  to  take  part  in  the  organisation  of  a  Chapter. 
A  fortnight  later  a  second  meeting  may  be  called, 
which  will  usually  be  attended  omj  by  those  ho^ 
who  really  want  a  Chapter,  and  are  rea^  to  t     ) 
part  in  its  work.

Tfaia  will  give  them 
the  opportonil^  to  underatand  the  work  and  of  test- 
ing fliemaelyea  before  committing  themaelvea  to 
memben^p.  Having  aatisfaetorily  aerved  as  a  pro- 
baticmer,  tiie  new  member  may,  with  the  approvaf  oi 
the  Beetor  or  Director,  be  admitted  to  fnu  member- 
ship br  tlw  form  of  aenriee  contained  in  this  manual.

An.  oH^asion^:  Boys'  Service  in  the  Church  can  be 
made  useful,  ^ome  of  the  older  members  of  the 
Chapter  may  be  appointed  to  act  as  ushers.  The  ad- 
drew  may  be  given  by  the  Rector,  or  some  Brother- 
hood man  or  layman  interested  in  boys..  For  these 
services  hard  work  must  be  done  to  secure  a  large  at- 
tendance of  the  boys  who  are  connected  with  the  par- 
ish, and  of  boys  who  are  not.    Naturally  every  mem- 
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tor  Of  ^  CSiapter  wm  invfte  m  many  boyi  ai  he  pos- 
BOij  ean  to  ai1;«id  the  serviee.  Card  notices  may  be 
«^J^t«K|  at  thehoneee  and  eehoola  of  the  neigh- 
DOThood,  pT  ^hanwa  dee  th^  ean  be  brought  to  the 
attention  ol  the  b<^ya»  Eaeh  member  of  the  Chapter 
mar  be  provided  ivith  a  few  of  the  endt  and  adrad 
to  hand  tium  or  mail  them  to  his  friends.  A  good  way 
to  seeore  the  names  of  a  large  nmnber  of  boys  to  in- 
ji|e  to  tiie  serriee  is  to  ask  each  member  of  the 
Copter  to  write  out  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  ^  the  boys  he  knows  ^ho  are  not  likely  to  e«ne 
to  the  sendee  uqless  th^  reteire  a  mwHiial  invitation. 
Compare  these  lists,  eross  out  dnplfeates,  asdgn  to 
fljA  member  of  the  Chapter  a  few  of  the  names  on 
the  revised  lists  with^  the  understanding  that  he  will 
far  to  seenre  the  pr^MUtee  of  those  whose  names  have 
been  given  him. 

The  offering  may  be  devoted  to  some  charitable  or 
miaidonary  wwrk  wtth  whieh  ^e  boys  of  the  neighi 
borhood  are  or  ean  be  made  acquainted. 


NOTES. 

AH  that  hasvbeen  vaid  in  the.  foregoing  pi^fos  in 
r^;ard  to  work  is  by  way  of  raggestion.  The  eireum- 
stanees  of  the  parish  and  the  ^araeter  of  the  boys- 
must  determine  the  kind  of  work.  The  largest  lib- 
erty is  allowed  in  all  matters  of  detail.  The  only 
general  mloB  are  these:  That  the  work  must  be  for 
the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among  boys;  That 
it  must  be  done  along  the  lines  of  the  Bules  of 
Prayer  and  Sendee;  That  it  is  to  be  done  by  baptised 
boys;  That  the  Sector  has  absolute  control  of  th» 
Chapter. 

Chapters  of  the .  Junior  '  DeparivMnt  have  beeo 
formed  in  the  United  States,  Canada^  Australia,  Eng- 
land, Scotland  and  South  Africa. 

BBLATI0N8HIP  TO  XZIGmNO  OKOANUSATIONS. 

The  Junior  Deparlanent  of  the  Brotherhood  is  in 
no  Mnse  intended  to  conflict  with  existing  organisa- 
tions such  as  the  Church  Boys'  Brig^e.  The  aim  of 
the  latter  is  miite  distinct  from  that  of  the  Junior 
Department.  But  among  the  members  of  such  organi- 
zations will  generally  be  found  some  who  will  be  will- 
ing to  undertake  the  more  personal,  aggressive  and 
minionaiy  work  of  the  Junior  Department  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew.  Thus  each  society  may 
be  a  hel0  to  the  other.
